Robert H. Durbin, Retired Advertising Man, 
Dies at 81; Was Narberth Resident 40 Years

Robert Holmes Durbin, a resident of Nar- 
berth for more than 40 years, died Tuesday 
night in Presbyterian Hospital. 

Mi'. Durbin, advertising- director of the 
Straw-bridge and Clothier store until his re- 
tirement in 19-15, observed his 81st birthday 
last December 8. 

Just a little more than a year ago, on 
February 11, 1917, a community dinner was 
given for Mr. Durbin and the late Dr. O. J. 
Snyder in honor of their 80th birthdays. 

Mr. Durbin, a native of Brownsville, Pa., 
began his career as a printer in Pittsburgh 
and also worked in Altoona before coming to 
Philadelphia in 1897. He worked with sev- 
eral department stores before coming asso- 
ciated with Strawbridge and Clothier in 
1905. He served as advertising manager 
from 1911 to 1922 and as advertising direc- 
tor from then until his retirement. 

Mr. Durbin, whose home was at 301 Wind-

Acts After Complaint 
By Parents Delegation 

Lower Merion School Board o 
Monday night ordered a complete 
investigation of conditions in the 
Bala School. Action was taken fol- 
lowing the appearance of a delega- 
tion of parents who, for the third 
successive month, complained about 
administration methods of Robert 
N. Means, principal of the school. 
Charges made by the parents' 
delegation centered about the dis- 
missal of Mrs. Katherine W. Cary, 
a teacher in the school, last month 
and alleged discriminatory actions 
on the part of the principal. 

In addition, Frank A. DuBois, su- 
perintendent of schools, and mem- 
bers of the school board were ac- 
jcused of "covering up" for the prin- 
cipal. Spokesmen for the parents 
said the board had failed to answer 
letters of complaint regarding the 
"conditions of fear" under which 
their children attended school. 

W. Ralston Rodgers, a new mem- 
ber of the Board, moved that the 
matter be referred to committee for 
investigation, remarking that 'there 
seems to be some diversity of opin- 
ion regarding Means' abilities as 
principal. I feel that if thc school 
board is going to back him up, it 
should do so only after a thorough 
investigation, checking his conduct 
as well as his scholastic ability." 
I Dr. L. M. Zimmerman, president 
of the board, previously had coun- 
tered complaints with the remark 
that he and other board members 
found them "petty and unspecinc." 
The parents' delegation included 
G. M. Painter, 164 Edgehill Rd.; 
Mrs. William Hough, 148 Union 
Ave., and John Kessler, ]35 Union 
Ave., ally parents of children at- 
tending Bala> School. 

Painter said, in part: "I wrote a 
letter complaining about this man, 
to the school board, some time ago. 
T do not recall that it was ever 
read; nor was it treated courteous-ll 
ly enough to give me an answer. 
I'd like to know whether any ac- 
tion is going to be taken in this 
matter." 



of the increased 
raise scale was made Monday eve- 
ning at the meeting of the Lower 
Merion School Board. 

Announcing the policy, the Board 
said the matter of the way the in- 
crease is to be met has been re- 
ferred to the finance committee, 
which will meet before the budget 
is passed in April. The present 
millage rate for Lower Merion 
Township school district is 18 mills. 
The legal limit is 20 mills, and on 
the basis of present real estate 
values it was estimated that an in- 
crease of one mill in taxes would 
yield $93,600, which would cover not 
only the salary increases but the 
needed repairs and other expendi- 
tures for the school year 194S-49. 

Principal increase in the new 
schedule will go, naturally, to teach- 
ers. This will amount to $61,472.50. 
According t.o a state schedule- teach- 
ers' salaries must be increased $100 
yearly until they have reached one 
of three maximum standards: for 
teachers holding certificates, for 
those holding B.A. degrees and for 
those holding M.A. degrees. This 
incremnt has been voluntarily in- 
creased to $150 by the school 
directors. 

In addition, another increase of 
$100 has been granted for those 
teachers whose salaries will not 
thereby be raised above the maxi- 
mum prescribed by Lower Merion 
School District, which is substan- 
tially higher than that set by the 
state. 

Thus, many teachers will receive 
as much as $250 increase for 1948- 
49. A number will receive the $150 
increase, and some, who already 
receive the maximum set by the 
Township, will receive no raises. 

In addition, the special salary 
committee recommended increases 
for the principals, vice-principals 
and the director of vocational train- 
ing, amounting to $4,500. These sal-

Property Owner 
Sued for $3262 



Damages Caused 
By Fallen Tree 



A huge poplar tree which fell in 
October, 1946, cost the owner of 
the property on which it had been 
growing $3,262.85 this week. 

The tree had been growing on 
the property of Harry J. Hutchin- 
son, Jr., who had recently pur- 
chased the home at 100 Maple Ave., 
Narberth, and when it fell, it went 
over right on a garage located on 
the property of Robert. A. Class, of 
104 Maple Ave. 

In the garage at the time were 
three automobiles belonging to 
Class, Dr. Roy K. Marshall, direc- 
tor of Fels Planetarium, and Mrs. 
Florence F. Hickman. 

Legal action was brought against 
Hutchinson this week by the three 
automobile owners, and a jury of 
10 women and two men under 
Judge Harold G. Knight, assessed 
damages against Hutchinson as fol- 
lows : 

For repairs to Dr. Marshall's car, 
$125; for repairs to Mrs. Hickman's 
car, $356.25; for repairs to the Class 
car and the garage, $2,781.60. 



The report was based on a study 
of population trends and future pu- 
pil enrollments in the township, 
with a view to adjusting the publio 
school buildings to the pupil needs 
in the various sections of the town- 
ship. 

The committee also recommend- 
ed that the present Ardmore Jun- 
ior High School building be in- 
corporated into the Senior High 
School plant, thus providing enough 
high school facilities for Lower 
Merion's expanding population for 
some time to come. 

According to the report there is 
a definite need for a Penn Valley 
School, inasmuch as the section is 
developing rapidly and the number 
of families with young children is 
increasing. By 1950. it was estimat- 
ed, the proposed school will have 
an enrollment of 300 pupils; by 
1970. more than 400, and ultimate- 
ly, there will be an estimated 500. 

In citing the need for an addition 
to the Penn Wynne School, which 
has a capacity of 450, it was point- 
ed out that the present enrollment 
of 404 is expected to jump to 550 
by 1960 and to GOO in 1970. 

The report also suggested that 
certain of the senior high school's 
facilities are inadequate and out- 
moded, and urged that the cafe- 
teria be expanded, the overcrowded, 
locker rooms altered and the li- 
brary enlarged. 

The junior- high xthool'-enroll-' 
ment is expected to expand rapidly 
and although the committee report 
did not include a specific location 
for a new building, it recommend- 
ed that a new plant be erected as 
soon after 1950 as possible. 

Admitting that current construc- 
tion costs are excessively high, the 
report stated that the cited needs 
were imperative to the welfare of 
the school district and should be 
paramount, to any consideration of 
cost. It also suggested a probability
